PROTESTS AT CITY HALL 


Citizens and Politicians With Griev- 
ances Besieged the Election Com- 
missioners’ Office Through- 
out the Day. 


When the election commissioners’ office 
opened at 6 o’clock Tuesday morning vigor- 
ous complaints from several wards awaited 
the decision of the election board. 

Several clerks were on hand at that hour, 
and they succeeded in settling many knotty 
questions presented. 

Commissioner Hobbs, the Republica. 
member of the board, reached the office at 
8 o'clock and Secretary Hoblitzelle an hour 
later. 

At 1 o’clock indications pointed to a com- 
paratively quiet election. 

Commissioner Hobbs said tod’ the Post- 
Dispatch that the judges and clerks were 
the supreme masters of the election, and 
that they had absolute control over any 
dsipute which might arise. 

“All the election. commissioner can do,’ 
he said, *‘ is to.a peal to the so P= oe 
of the judges. e law places full author- 
ity in their hands, and no serious mistake, 
which may have occurred, can now be recti- 
fied by us. 

Among the first to register a protest at the 
election. commissioner's office were :Chris 
Schawacker; Republican leader in the-Fifth 
ward: “Tub” Becker, Republican central 
committeeman, Seventh ward; John Owens, 
member Republican city central committee, 
and Gustav Frey, candidate for city coun- 


cilman on the Republican ticket. 


Mr. Frey stated that in the Eighth and 
| Thirteenth precincts of the Sixth ward the 
new Republican judges and clerks had not 
been permitted to qualify. 

“The judges who served at the Novem- 
ber election,’’ said he, ‘“‘had possession of 
the polling booths at 6 o’clock and refused 
to turn over the books tv the recently ap- 
pointed officers.’ 

In the Third precinct of the same ward it 
was reported that Charles H. Hoell and C, 
J. Kaysing, Republican judges, and Charles 
Wilkie, Republican clerk, were not allowed 
to serve. Substitutes for them were John 
Henry, George Spengler and J. Sergeant, 
who acted at the last election. 

Complaints of a similar nature were re- 
ceived from Precinct 3 of the Sixth ward. 

“We haven't any show at all,’’ said Scha- 
wacker, and his Republican confreres 
joined him.

William Goessling, who says he was ap- 
pointed Republican clerk in Precinct 9 of 
the Fifth ward, said he was not permitted 
to qualify.

HE MAKES NO OLAIMS BUT UT-

Chris Schawacker, Fifth Ward City 
Committeeman, Said at 10 O’Clock 
That Money Bet on Park- 
er Was Thrown Away. 


At 10 o’olock Tuesday morning Secretary 
William H. Hahn of the Republican City 
Central Committee said to the Post-Dis- 
patch that the Republicans would contest 
the election of Rolla Wells if the returns 
should show him to be the winner. 

Visitors to the headquarters of the com- 
mittee in the Holland building, who com- 
plained of having been deprived of their 
votes, were instructed by Mr. Hahn to re- 
turn to their polling places and place pro- 
tests on record, for use in case of a con- 
test. 

Mr. Hahn explained his virtual admission 
of the election of Wells by saying that the 
Republicans were suffering from lack of an 
organized force of armed men at the polls. 
“We spent our money on literature and 
meetings, and relied on the work of volun- 
teers to protect Mr. Parker’s interests at 
the polls,’’ said Mr. Hahn. ‘The reports 
which we have received in the first three 


hours after the opening.of the polls shows 
that this was a mistake—perhaps a fatal 
one. 

“The force of volunteers at the polls has 
failed to materialize, and the result is that 
Republicans are getting the worst of 
it. <All I can say at resent is that 
if Wells is elected, the epublicans will 
contest the result.’”’

HOW MILLIONAIRES VOTED IN THE ver 
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Rick: Men in Largest Precinct of the 
City Braved Muddy Streets to 
Cast Their Ballots. 


Rich men, some of .them - mfllionaires, 
waded through: mud and stood for an hour 
waiting their turn to vote Tuesday morn- 
ing atthe voting’ place‘of the eighth 'pre- 
cinct of the Twenty-eighth ward, Academy 
avenue and the Suburban tracks. 

This precinct is the largest and.wealthiest 
in St. Louis. Tuesday morning it seemed 
also the dampest and muddiest. 

The voting place was located in the'rear 
end of a new building at the northeast cor- 
ner of the point where the Suburban road 
crosses Academy avenue. The floor of the 
voting place is half a dozen feet below the 
level of the car ‘tracks. The embankment 
on which the tracks are laid and the street 
which intersects it at this particular place 
are of yellow clay. Monday. night’s.storm 


had made them soft and when early voters 
appeared they found that a’trip doWn the 
embankment to the voting place meant the 
solling of their patent leathers. 

As it is a Republican precinct Ward Com- 
mitteeman Sam Myerson, Precinct Com- 
mitteemen Thomas Whitehill and W. V.

Mrs. Eleanor P. - Wells, stepmother of 
Rolla Wells; Democratic candidate for 
mayor, died Tuesday morning at the resi- 
dence of her daughter, Mrs. Clara B.

Mrs. Wells was born in Lexington, Ky., 
64 years ago.

Tracy and Miss Anna P. Bell. No chil- 
dren were born of the second marriage 

Since the death cf Mr. Wells Mrs. Wells 
has made her home with her daughter, 
Mrs. Tracy, on Washington boulevard. 
More than a year ago her health began to 
fail, and for more than six months she had 
been confined*to her room. 

Miss Bell is out of the city, and ar- 
rangements for the funeral have not been 
announced.

PATRICK MAIN CONSPIRATOR 


HE LAID ALL THE PLANS, AO- 
CORDING TO THE WITNESS. 


Drew the Will to Which the Valet Was 
to Obtain the Signature of the 
Feeble Old Man. 


NEW YORK, April 2.—When Albert T. 
Patrick was brought into Justice Jerome's 
court today for a continuation of the pre- 
liminary hearing on the charge that he'had 
caused the death of William M. Rice of 
Texas, David L. Short and Morris Meyers, 
the witnesses to Rice’s will, who are held 
on @ charge of forgery, were brought in 
with him. 

Mrs. Anna Francis was recalled to the 
witness stand. She testified that she had 
never written any letters for Patrick. She 
had written one letter concerning the Rice 
will matter to J. M. Coleman of Houston, 
Tex., but it was not at Patrick's request. 
Patrick had never told her he was Rice's 
confidential friend and attorney. Assistant 
District Attorney Osborne asked what med- 
icines Patrick had taken last year ahd the 
witness replied that she knew he had taken 


iron and calomel pills and medicine for ma- 
laria. ’ 

At the conclusion of Mrs. Francis’ testi- 
mony the assistant district attorney ob- 
tained a subpena for Patrick's medicine 
chest, which Mrs. Francis said was at her 
house. 

Charles F. Jones, Rice’s valet, was then 
called. He said he had worked as storekeep- 
er at the Capitol Hotel, Houston, Tex.. 
owned by Mr. Rice. He said that he met 
Mr. Rice in 1896 and that he had been Mr. 
Rice’s secretary, valet and ryt > utility 
man. Mr. Rice, he said, moved to New York 
in September, 1897. 

Witness said that he first met Patrick in 
November, 1899. Patrick represented him- 
self as a commercial man from Texas and

WESTERN JOCKEY CLUB STEW- 
ARDS MADE CONCESSIONS 


TRACK DATES ARE ALTERED 


Request of Kinloch Track That Its 
Opening Be Set Forward to May 11 
Was Not Acted Upon Monday 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, April 2.—At the meeting of the 
Western Jockey Club held here Monday it 
was decided to permit the outlawed horse- 
men and horses to race at the tracks of the 
Western Jockey Club in stake races where 
the entries were made before March 5 and 
in overnight events. It is believed that the 
Outlaw clause as it now stands will have 
the effect originally contemplated, namely, 
that of clearing the inferior racing material 
from the tracks of the Western club. 

Several track dates were altered. The 
Lakeside meeting was advanced from April 
25 to April 15, closing on May 1. Worth 
may open on May 2 and race 21 days, in- 
stead of the l2-day meeting to begin May 
12, as originally projected. Kinloch Park 
Jockey Club re ae sted that its opening day 
be advanced to May ll. and that it be al- 
lowed 90 days’ racing. The request was not 
acted on, but will be considered at the next 
meeting of the board. 

The following officials for Kinloch Park 
were Sppreved: J. Burke, presiding 
gudge; Bdward McGann, associate judge: 

P. Chinn, starter: Charles Lemp, 
Wilson B.-Hunt and Joseph Lucas, racing

The action of the % Western Jockey Club 
in practically revoking the outlaw rule 
Seems a decided victory far the horsemen. 
Whi'e it is by. no m®ans a complete one 
and many of the owners of inferior stables 
will doubtless feel dissatisfied, its impor- 
tance should not be belittled as it indicates 
that the Chicago people desired to make 
concessions to the Turf Congress followers 
and is the probable forerunner of complete 
peace. It was a compromise between pride 
and the pocketbook on the part of the west- 
ern magnates, and between the lines it is 
not difficult to read their purpose—nego- 
tiations. 

They assert that the outlaw rule is still in 
force and will operate against precisely 
those elements which it was desired to 
reach—the cheap platers. They say it will 
raise the standard of the racing material 
at their tracks and bar the obiectionaole 
element.

“Resolved, That this House condemn the 
methods of deception and fraud by which 
Gen. Frederick Funston, the Kansas fail- 
ure and swashbuckler, accomplished tio 
capture of Gen. Aguinaldo, who deservc3 
to be called the George Washington of the 
twentieth century, and extend its sympathy 
to Gen. Aguinaldo and the Filipino people 
in this their hour of distress.’

TOPS THE ST. LOUIS MARKET. 


GILL CORNER ON OLIVE STREET 
HAS HONOR. 


Examination of Big Building Leases 
Shows That World’s Fair Is Al- 
ready Producing a Rising 
Real Etsate Market. 


A new record has been made in the valua- 
tion of St. Louis real lestate, and it indi- 
cates what the World’s Fair is doing for 
property-owners. 

The southeast corner of Olive and Seventh 
streets, where W. A. Gill's jewelry store is, 
22. 8x58 feet, has been leased by the owner, 
John A. Scudder, to Mr. Gill for 99 years at 


$7250 a year, with an additional obligation 


to erect a buildling within 10 years to cast 
not less thaln $25,000. 

On a 4 per cent basis, which is the usual 
estimation for a 99-year lealse, this is 
equivalent to $181,250 for the property, and 
to $142 a square food. This is the highest 
valulaltion ever put upon St. Louis reuill 
estate. 

Mr. Scudder was represented in the rec- 


ord-breaking transaction by L. E. Anderson, 


vice-president of the Mercantilel Trust Co.; 


and Mr. Gill lby Isaac W. Cook. 


The property has an interesting: history. 
In 1890 the Mississippi Valley Trust Co. took 
upon it a 99-year lease at $4600 a year from 
Williamson Bacon, with the privilege of 
urchasing at any time within 10 years for 
100,000. AY year ago last February Mr. E. 
H. Benoist, acting for the Mississippi Val- 
ley Trust Co., soid the property to Mr. Gill 
for $140,000, and, within 30 days, Mr. Gil 
gold it to Mr. Scudder for $140,000. He now 
reacquires it, under another form, at the 
figures stated.

TO RAISE THE ART’S IDEAL 


He Plans One on Each Side of the At- 
lantic, the Same Players to 
Appear. at Both.

LONDON, April 2.—The Dally Express is 
informed that Andrew Carnegie proposes 
to endow a theater in New York and an- 
other In London for the elevation of the 
stage, provided a working plan can be de- 
vised which will prevent the management 
from falling into the hands of extremists 
or faddists.

When Perrin tried a pan and saw a mul- 
titude of coarse colors gleaming therein he 
danced over his luck. A second pan brought 
equally gratifying results, and a few days’ 
work soon convinced him that he had a 
piece of ground worth a fortune. In a short 
time he panned ‘out several hundred dol— 
lars—the exact amount he refuses to state— 
and then came to Dawson to purchase sup- 
plies and tools for doing extensive work. 

Men were employed to help develop the 
ground and sink a working shaft, and the 
lagjest reports obtainable are that they are 
opening up an enormous pay streak, cross- 
ing the property. 

Perrin at first intended to keep the good 
news entirely to himself, but this was found 
to be impracticable, because the curiosity 
of his mining neighbors was excited by his 
operations. To a Dawson friend he told 
the story of his marvelous luck and said he 
had already refused an offer of $40,000 for 
one of the claims, which he valued at 
$50,000. 

There fs no queston but that Perrin has 
struck a remafkably good thing and opened 
up & new pay streak, the existence of 

which has only heretofore been suspected.
